In whatever situation we be, we shall 

find both consolation in the promises, and 

direction in the examples, that are re- 
corded for our use in the sacred writings. 

But in seasons of affliction, principally, 

will the Holy Oracles be found precious, 

because they exhibit to us God's dearest 
children in similar circumstances, and 
point out to us the means which they, in 
their troubles, found effectual for their 
relief. 

In recommending the example of Da- 

vid, we shall, . 

1. Mention some seasons wherein our 
hearts are apt to be overwhelmei— 
This is a vale of tears to all; butto 
some more especially, 
1. From temporal calamities— 
Bodily pains, loss of friends, embarras- 
sed circumstances, will weigh down the 
spirits even of the best. And though at 
times, religion will enable them to tri- 
umph in the midst of all their tribulations, 
yet its more common operation is, to mod- 
erate their grief, to produce resignation 
in their souls, and to sanctify the affliction 
to their spiritual advancement. 
2. From spiritual troubles— 


The first convictions of penitents are | 


often accompanied with the deepest an- 
guish ; insomuch that, if God did not sup- 
port them by a hope of his mercy, they 
might, like Judas, destroy themselves tn 
utter despair. Their subsequent views 
also of their in-dwelling corruptions are 
frequently attended with such dejection, 
as quite to enervate the body and over- 
whelm the soul. Ifto these be added the 
hidings of God’s face, the soul may have a

Your troubles 
are sent on purpose to drive you to the

| you are too prone to neglect ; and if you 
suffer them to produce that effect, you 
shall soon number them among your rich- 
est blessings.

Irish Catholics versus the Bible Society.— | 
| A friend has just put into our hands a let- 
iter recently received from a gentleman in 
| Treland, giving an account of various dis- 
turbances in that country, occasioned by |

|followers at the anniversary meetings of 
the Irish Bible Societies. The priests 
manifest a fixed hostility to the circulation 
of the Scriptures among the people, and 
‘seem resolved to prevent it at all hazards. 
| They doubtless feel that the success of 
tho Rahle Sacieties in enlightening the 
tence of popery, and they therefore justi- 
fy themselves in suppressing them even 
by aresort to violence. We do not learn 
that any lives have as yet been lost, al-

Mr. Nowlan, a priest, having addressed 
the meeting, the Rev. Mr. Shaw rose to 
reply ; and this appeared to be the signal 
for violence and outrage. The yells and 
vociferations proceeding from the mob, 
which almost exclusively occupied the 
body of the meeting-house, were of a 
most terrific description ; and the calls to 
have the Priest’s ‘‘ question” answered, 
were most astounding. At length the vi- 
olence of voice having nearly expended 
itself, the rufhans proceeded to more un- 
equivocal manifestations of what their ul- 
timate intentions were. A rush was made 
over the partitions by which the pews 
were divided—the barriers were forced 
which excluded the meeetimg from the 
speakers and members of the committee 
—and the whole fury of the body appear- 
ed to be directed towards the platform 
erected on the right of the chair for the 
Protestant clergymen who took a part in 
the discussion. The lights were nearly 
all extinguished, and the appearance pre- 
sented atthis moment was appalling and 
terrific. By a special intervention of Di- 
vine Providence, the lives of the Protes- 
tant clergy were preserved. Capt. Bat- 
tersby, commanding the police at Carlow, 
reached the platform by a private door, 
communicating with the vestry room, a

The strength of this principle is de- 
scribed: by our Saviour in the gospel by 
Mark, x. 23, 25. ‘* How hardly shall 
they who have riches enter into the king- 
dom of heaven. It is easier for a camel 
to go through the eye of aneedle, than 
for a rich man to enter into the kingdom 
ofGod.”’ Not that riches in themselves
